TOWN WARRANT 
The State of New Hampshire 


To the Inhabitants of the Town of New Ipswich in the 
County of Hillsborough in said State, qualified to vote 
in Town affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at Mascenic Regional 
School in said New Ipswich on Tuesday, the 5th day of 
March, next at ten of the clock in the forenoon, to act upon 
the following subjects. ° 


* Article 1. 
To choose all necessary Town Officers for the year en- 
suing. 


* Article 2. 

“Shall we adopt the homeowners’ exemption provisions 
of RSA Chapter 72 granting a $5,000 exemption based on 
equalized assessed valuation on all owner-occupied units and 
a $10,000 exemption based on equalized assessed valuation 
on all owner-occupied units owned by persons over sixty-five 
years of age?” 

* The Town Meeting will be adjourned until Wednesday, 
the 6th of March 1974, at seven of the clock in the afternoon 
to act upon the remaining articles. 


Article 3. 

To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to 
defray town charges for the ensuing year and make appro- 
priations of the same. 


Article 4. 

To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen 
and Treasurer to borrow money, when necessary, in anticipa- 
tion of taxes. 


Article 5. 

To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen 
to administer or dispose of any real estate by public auction 
which has been acquired by the Town through Tax Collec- 
tors deeds. 


Article 6. 
To hear reports of any Official or Committee and take 
any action relating thereto. 


Article 7. 

To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $20,000.00 (twenty thousand dollars) to be used this 
year to rebuild a town road and/or roads. This would be the 
second part of a five-year plan to rebuild all roads needing 
such work in the Town. 


Article 8. 

To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum not to exceed $10,500.00 (ten thousand five hundred 
dollars ) for the purchase of a new dump truck and to author- 
ize the Selectmen to administer to the purchase of same. 


Article 9. 

To see if the Town will vote to authorize the withdrawal 
of all monies received from the Revenue Sharing Funds 
established under provisions of the State and Local Assist- 
ance Act of 1972, for use as set-offs against budgeted appro- 
priations in the following priority expenditures: a) Public 
Safety $7,400.00 (seven thousand four hundred dollars) b) 
Environmental Protection, $5,000.00 (five thousand dollars), 
c) Public Transportation (highways and roads) $33,100.00 
(thirty-three thousand one hundred dollars). 
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Article 10. 

To see if the Town will vote to establish a Committee 
which will prepare a proposal for the creation of an Historic 
District in New Ipswich, in accordance with Chapter 31, 
Section 89, of the Revised Statutes Annotated of the State 
of New Hampshire. Said Committee will consist of seven 
members, to be chosen by the Moderator and the Board of 
Sélectine as it will study the feasibility of the project, conduct 
public meetings for inquiry and the dissemination of infor- 
mation, determine prospective boundaries for the District(s), 
and lay all groundwork for an informed vote on the matter 
at the next Town Meeting. 


Article 11. 

To see if the Town will direct the Planning Board to 
study the feasibility of establishing a Commercial District in 
New Ipswich, and to prepare a proposal on this subject to 
be voted on at the next Town Meeting. 


Article 12. 

To see if the Town will vote to authorize and empower 
the Town Planning Board to approve or disapprove in its 
discretion new subdivisions and plats thereof, showing 
streets, or the widening thereof, or parks. Upon the passage 
of this article, it shall be the duty of the Planning Board to 
prepare subdivision regulations, to be adopted only after 
public hearing(s), as provided in Chapter 36, Sections 21 
and 22, of the Revised Statutes Annotated of the State of 
New Hampshire. Upon the adoption of such subdivision 
regulations, it shall be the duty of the Town Clerk to file with 
the Register of Deeds of the County of Hillsborough a certifi- 
cate or notice showing that the said Planning Board has been 
so authorized and has adopted subdivision regulations, giving 
the dates of such authorization and adoption, as provided in 
Chapter 36, Section 19-29 RSA, State of New Hampshire, 
and until these regulations are adopted and registered, the 
Planning Board will be authorized and empowered to ap- 
prove and disapprove, in its discretion, all applications for 
subdivisions and plats thereof, this authority expiring no 
later than June 80, 1974. 


Article 18. A 

To see if the Town will vote to establish a Board of Ad- 
justment, in accordance with Chapter 31, Sections 66-89, of 
the RSA of the State of New Hampshire. Said Board will 
consist of five members, of which none shall be members of 
the Planning Board during their period of service on the 
Board of Adjustment; they shall be appointed by the Mod- 
erator and the Board of Selectmen, as provided for in Chap- 
ter 31, Section 67. 


Article 14. 

To see if the Town will vote to ratify and approve the 
collection of fees by the Planning Board, in the amounts of 
five dollars for approvals of building permits for single-family 
dwellings, and two dollars for permits to construct out- 
buildings (barns, garages, sheds, etc.). Said fees must have 
been paid to the Town of New Ipswich for a permit to be- 
come effective. 


Article 15. 

To see if the Town will vote to join with the towns of 
Greenville, Mason, and Temple to use a district solid waste 
disposal facility with the site being located in New Ipswich 
and with each participating community paying their pro 
rata share of the costs of establishing and operating such a 
facility, as permitted under R.S.A. 58-A. An affirmative vote 
by the Town means that any or all communities voting to 
use this disposal site would be permitted to do so. 


Article 16. 

To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen, 
in the name of the Town, to issue bonds not to exceed 
$121,500.00 for the purpose of site acquisition, engineering, 
site preparation, and the purchasing of equipment for a solid 
waste disposal facility. 


Article 17. 

To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate a 
sum not to exceed $6,000.00 for the operating costs of a solid 
waste disposal facility for that period of the ensuing year 
during which it may be in operation. 
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Article 18. 

In lieu of the preceding three articles, to see if the Town 
will vote to establish a solid waste disposal facility of the 
landfill type and to raise and appropriate the sum of $12,000 
for the purpose of a deposit on the purchase of a suitable 
site, soil testing as may be required for State approval of the 
site, and for proper closing of the present dump. 


Article 19. 

To see if the Town will vote to form a committee of five 
members to study further the needs of a landfill operation 
for solid waste disposal, to oversee the site selection and 
development, and to administer the operation of the dump. 
This committee to be chosen initially by the Selectmen for 
a term of one year until the Town Meeting 1975, and there- 
after to be chosen by ballot in the Town election of 1975 
and each following year, with three members elected for two 
years and two members elected for one year in 1975. Mem- 
bers elected after the 1975 meeting will serve two-year terms. 


Article 20. 

To see if the Town will vote to raise the sum of $7,200.00 
(seven thousand two hundred dollars) to be used in the 
maintenance and supervision of the recreation field, or take 
any action thereon. (By Recreation Committee ) 


Article 21. 

To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen 
to sell the real estate, being the former Arthur M. Brooks 
and Miriam E. Brooks property located on Route 124, ac- 
quired by the Town through Tax Collector's Deed dated 
January 3, 1972, and recorded in the Hillsborough County 
Registry of Deeds, Volume 2187, Page 129, to Miriam E. St. 
Pierre (formerly Miriam E. Brooks) for all unpaid taxes and 
any other indebtedness due the Town of New Ipswich by 
said Brooks. (By Petition) 
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Article 22. 

To see if the Town will vote to appropriate $1,200.00 
(twelve hundred dollars) to purchase 12 monitors for the 
use of the fire department members, or take any action 
thereon. 


Article 23. 

To see if the Town will approve the hiring of a full time 
policeman at an annual salary of $8,200.00 (eight thousand 
two hundred dollars), or take any action thereon. 


Article 24. 

To see if the Town will vote to become a member of the 
regional planning commission, now organized and named 
the Southwestern New Hampshire Regional Planning Com- 
mission. (Not recommended for passage ) 


Article 25. 

To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $1,311.72, as the Town's share for the studies and 
operation of the Southwestern New Hampshire Regional 
Planning Commission. (Not recommended for passage ) 


Article 26. 

To see if the Town will vote to change the terms of office 
of the Tax Collector and the Town Clerk from one year each 
to three years each, said change to become effective at the 
March 1975 Town Meeting. 


Article 27. 

To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $100 (one hundred dollars) to be used for operating 
expenses incurred in the planning, coordinating and imple- 
mentation of the New Ipswich Conservation Commission 
functions. (By Conservation Commission ) 
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Article 28. 

To see if the Town of New Ipswich will appropriate the 
sum of $1,929.00 (one thousand nine hundred twenty-nine 
dollars) to support the services of the Monadnock Commu- 
nity Visiting Nurse Association, Inc., or take any action 
thereon. This sum is based on a $1.00 per capita formula and 
the 1973 population figures released by the New Hampshire 
Office of State Planning. 


Article 29. 

To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $902.00 (nine hundred, two dollars) for the support 
of the Monadnock Family and Mental Health Service. (50¢ 
per capita formula) 


Article 30. 

To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $607.00 (six hundred and seven dollars) to enable 
the Monadnock Region Association to continue its service to 
the Town of New Ipswich. 


Article 381. 

To see if the Town will vote to grade Pratt Pond Road 
twice a year for the Pratt Pond Association or take any action 
thereon. | 


Article 32. 

To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $1,033.21 (one thousand thirty-three dollars and 
twenty-one cents) so as to receive $6,888.05 (six thousand 
eight hundred and eighty-eight dollars and five cents) from 
the State of New Hampshire for use of Class IV and V high- 
way construction, reconstruction, or betterment as provided 
under New Hampshire RSA Chapter 241. 
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Article 33. 

To see if the Town will vote to collect taxes twice a year 
on the dates of June 1 and December 1, pursuant to Chapter 
76, paragraphs 15a and 15b of the 1973 New Hampshire Re- 
vised Statutes. It is to be understood that the first half years 
taxes will be equal to one-half of the total taxes assessed the 
previous year and the balance of the April 1 taxes become 
payable on December 1. 


Article 34. 

To see if the Town will vote to designate certain roads as 
Scenic Roads as defined in laws 253:17 and 18 of the New 
Hampshire Revised Statutes and appropriate the sum of $60 
(sixty dollars) for appropriate signs for such roads. The 
roads to be so designated this year are: 1) Country Road 
(Old Country Road) from Bank Village to its junction with 
Manley Road. 2) Preston Hill Road from Country Road (Old 
Country Road) to the Congregational Church. 


Article 35. 

To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen 
to apply for Federal Funds to compensate the Town for the 
flood damage of December of 1978, and if the request is 
granted, to receive and apply these monies as a set-off against 
any repair costs necessitated by said flood.

SYNOPSIS OF THE 
1973 ANNUAL TOWN MEETING 
March 14, 1973 


Article 1. Town Officers chosen. 

Article 2. Voted to change the budget to $164,610.00. 

Article 3. Voted to authorize the Selectmen and Trea- 
surer to borrow money, when necessary, in anticipation of 
taxes. 

Article 4. Voted to authorize the Selectmen to adminis- 
ter or dispose of any real estate by public auction which 
has been acquired by the Town through Tax Collector's 
deeds. 

Article 5. Committee reports accepted as read. 

Article 6. Voted to raise and appropriate the sum of up 
to $2,500.00 to purchase and equip a new police cruiser on 
a competitive basis, with the difference between $2,500.00 
and $4,000.00 to come out of the Town budget. 

Article 7. Voted to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$20,000.00 to be used this year to re-build a town road 
and/or roads. This would be the first part of a five-year plan 
to rebuild all roads needing such work in the Town. 

Article 8. Voted to appropriate $10,000.00 for the pur- 
chase of a new loader for the highway department. 

Article 9. Voted to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$3,175.00 for the purchase of a new sand spreader and to 
authorize the Selectmen to administer to the purchase of 
same. 

Article 10. Voted to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$1,023.26 so as to receive $6,821.72 from the State for use of 
Class IV and V highway construction, reconstruction or 
betterment as provided under the N.H. RSA Chapter 241. 

Article 11. Voted to indefinitely postpone the article to 
raise and appropriate the sum of $721.00 for support of 
Monadnock Family and Mental Health Service. 

Article 12. Voted to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$1,889.00 to support the services of the Monadnock Com- 
munity Visiting Nurse Association, Inc. 

Article 13. Voted to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$578.00 to enable the Monadnock Region Association to 
continue its service to the Town. 

Article 14. Voted not to accept the article to authorize 
the Selectmen to contract for the lease of space for munici- 


pal office purposes in the property on Main St. in the Town 
which was formerly owned by the Finnish Apostolic Lu- 
theran Congregation. 

Article 15. Voted to pass over the article to raise 
$7,500.00 for expenditures of Article 14. 

Article 16. Voted to table the article to authorize the 
Selectmen to dispose of the land and building used as the 
Town Offtces. 

Article 17. Voted to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$6,500.00 to be used in the maintenance and supervision of 
the recreation field. 

Article 18. Voted to indefinitely postpone the article to 
raise the sum of $14,000.00 to renovate the interior of the 
Town Hall. 

Article 19. Voted to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$4,000.00 to repair the roof, paint the exterior, replace one 
sill, and perform other miscellaneous repairs to the outside 
of the Town Hall, with the amendment that the Town Hall 
committee follow through on supervising the fixing up of 
the building. 

Article 20. Voted to indefinitely postpone the article to 
authorize the Selectmen to dispose of the Town Hall build- 
ing. 
Brie 21. Voted to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$1.00 per capita, amounting to $1,850.00, for the support of 
the Souhegan Valley Ambulance District Service. 

Article 22. Voted to establish a Police Department 
Cruiser replacement fund of $1,000.00 per year. 

Article 23. Voted to increase the amount of the High- 
way and Fire Department Capital Reserve Funds to 
$3,000.00 per year for each department. 

Article 24. Voted and amended to amend Article 17 of 
the 1969 Town Meeting to read — To see if the Town will 
adopt an ordinance requiring all single family dwellings, 
including mobile homes, to be situated on a minimum lot of 
2 acres, excepting that any existing lot of record as of 
March 14, 1973 which is of one acre minimum may be 
used for a single family dwelling, provided that it can com- 
ply with the N.H. Water Supply and Pollution Control Com- 
mission regulations for septic systems of sewage disposal 
and also that there be a minimum of two acres per family 
unit. Such building lots shall have a minimum frontage of 
200 feet and the buildings or mobile homes shall be placed 


no closer than 20 feet to an abutter’s property line and no 
closer than 30 feet from the edge of an established road or 
right of way. Plans showing the location of the proposed 
building, well and sewage system shall be presented to the 
Planning Board and the Board of Selectmen. 

Article 25. Voted and amended to read as follows — To 
see if the Town will vote to direct the Planning Board to 
write rules governing all new construction other than single 
family dwellings, to be submitted to a vote at the next Town 
Meeting, and until that meeting to require that all new 
construction for such buildings be approved by the Plan- 
ning Board before construction begins and to authorize the 
Planning Board to study the feasibility of land-use regula- 
tions and report back to the next Town Meeting. 

Article 26. Voted to indefinitely postpone the article to 
raise the sum of $3,000.00 for the continuance of the prep- 
aration of the Tax or Assessors map. 

Article 27. Voted to have the Board of Selectmen ap- 
point a five-member Dump Committee to bring a report to 
the Town Meeting of 1974 with specific recommendations 
including cost for the establishment of a landfill dump. 

Article 28. Voted to form a committee of seven to study 
the ambulance needs of New Ipswich. 

Article 29. Voted to raise the price of cemetery lots 
from $5.00 to $20.00 per lot for residents, and from $10.00 
to $40.00 per lot for non-residents. 

Article 30. Voted to authorize the withdrawal of all 
monies received from the Revenue Sharing Funds for use as 
set-offs against budgeted appropriations. 

Article 31. Voted to indefinitely table the article to 
raise the sum of $3,667.95 from the Town’s general revenue 
sharing funds, as the Town's share of the Meals-on-Wheels 
Program. 

Article 32. Voted not to accept the article to establish 
a penalty for violations of building regulations. 

Article 33. Voted to indefinitely postpone the article to 
establish that building permits shall run for a term of one 

ear. 

Article 34. Voted to authorize the Mascenic Regional 
School District beginning in 1974 to elect its officers at the 
Annual Town Meeting.

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SELECTMEN’S REPORT 


We hereby submit our report for the year 1973. 

At the beginning of the year it appeared that not too 
many problems would arise. As time went on it became 
apparent that this was wrong. 

Our first problem was that the mud season approached 
earlier than usual and cost us more than we had anticipated. 
This changed the whole highway outlook for the year. 

At the annual Town Meeting our estimated budget was 
reduced to a figure which was not ideal, but we felt we 
could live with. This also proved wrong, as we had several 
serious breakdowns in the Highway Department soon after. 
One breakdown on the grader cost over $3,000.00 to repair. 
Also the dump truck became tired and cost us more than 
we had expected. We hope that this year it will be voted 
to buy a heavier truck, thereby eliminating expensive re- 
pairs for a long period of time. 

The crime problem became prevalent as the year com- 
menced, and it became quite clear that our payroll would 
be over budget also for the Police Department. Our radar 
was outdated, and it was felt that a new one should be 
purchased right after the arrival of the new cruiser. Both 
items are partly reimbursable. After many interviews with 
many applicants, we hired Officer Raymond Brodley of 
Littleton, Mass. as our new police chief. We feel that we 
found the best candidate for this job. He arrived at a time 
when our drug situation, speeding, and other crimes were 
at their peak. Since that time, due to the Chief's activities 
and knowledge of the law enforcement field, many crimes 
have been deterred. We hope that the public will continue 
to cooperate with our Police Department. 

With the passing of the article recommended by the 
Highway Committee, the first year of a five-year road pro- 
gram was initiated. We hope that the town will see fit to 
raise another $20,000.00 for 1974. 

During the year the old Fire Station was repaired and 
repainted, and the Police Department moved into one side, 
giving the Town Office more space plus giving the Police 
Department the privacy which they needed so badly. 

We would also like to commend the Town Hall Commit- 
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tee for the wonderful job they have done in rejuvenating 
the Old Town Hall. More will be done to this building this 
year, but it is not definite at this time whether the National 
Guard will be available to continue the repairs at no cost, 
or whether an outside contractor will have to be hired. 

Our Dump Committee, Planning Board, and Conserva- 
tion Committee have all become very active in their fields 
during the past year. We salute the untiring efforts of all 
the people involved and thank them for the voluntary 
hours which they have given.

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REPORT OF THE POLICE DEPARTMENT 


1978 proved to be another busy year for the New Ipswich 
Police Department. No new police officers have been added 
to the force, but several have attended schools, adding more 
efficiency to the department. Four officers attended the New 
Criminal Code School held in Nashua. Officer Dumaine at- 
tended and graduated from the North Western University 
Traffic and Accident School held in Concord. He is now 
considered an expert in accident investigations. 

Chief Brodley and Officer Dumaine completed the Ist 
semester of Law Enforcement offered by St. Anselm’s Col- 
lege, held at Keene State. They are enrolled and waiting to 
start the second semester. Other schools will be available to 
the officers during the year. 

At the request of Chief Brodley, the State Highway 
Traffic Division conducted a traffic count. The results being 
that Route 123 and 124 handled 47 thousand cars per month 
during June and July. Due to this figure, a selective enforce- 
ment program was put into use. In 1972, 110 motor vehicle 
accidents were recorded including a double fatal. In 1973 
this department investigated 38 motor vehicle accidents for 
the year; 15 of these being of minor nature and injury, and 
one pedestrian accident. We credit this reduced accident 
rate to our increased use of radar, and selective enforcement 
program. 

192 complaints were brought before the Peterborough 
Court; 18 being Narcotic Violations; 5 cases were of intense 
surveillance and of time consuming nature. These cases 
being — possession with intent to sell, and manufacturing of 
a controlled drug. 

Again this year the department conducted the Hunter 
Safety Program with Sergeant Thibault and Officer Leel in- 
structing. There were 24 boys who took part in the program. 

Thru the cooperation of the Highway Safety Agency of 
New Hampshire, the New Ipswich Police Department re- 
ceived grants helping toward the purchase of our new 
Cruiser and Radar unit. 


Due to the increase in house breaks and larceny in town, 
and surrounding areas, the Selectmen approved the purchase 
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of a Criminal Investigation Kit consisting of—finger print 
Camera and Lifting equipment—and a 4 X 5 Super Speed 
Graphic Camera. The Graphic Camera can also be used for 
accident photographs both day and night time. 

We feel the house break count would be much higher if 
not for our step-up in patrols. 

Chief Brodley, Sergeant Thibault, and Officer Wright 
conducted a Blood Alcohol lecture at the Mascenic High 
School in September. Further lectures and safety programs 
are being planned for the schools of New Ipswich providing 
funds are available or grants can be obtained. 

The Chief of Police and the Police Department wish to 
thank all town departments; the surrounding Police Depart- 
ments and State Police, for their help and assistance when 
needed. 

Chief Brodley wishes to take this opportunity ie to 
publicly thank Robert Thibault acting Chief and now Ser- 
geant, for all the time and help acquainting him with the 
Department and Town.

Activities on the field and at the pool reached a very high 
level in 1973, particularly with the addition of several new 
athletic and recreational functions. 

The newly-appointed Field Director, Bruce Goyette in- 
stituted a junior and senior boys’ street hockey team, girls 
softball team, tennis classes, archery, basketball, and carry- 
over activities such as volleyball, croquet, horseshoes, whiffle 
ball, and arts and crafts. 

The boys’ senior-division street hockey team captured 
first place honors in competition with several southern New 
Hampshire communities. In all, more than thirty-five boys 
participated in this action packed sport. 

Girls’ softball, although limited in terms of out of town 
competition due to non-existing teams, provided a daily fun- 
filled activity for eighteen girls. Frequently co-ed softball 
games were scheduled as were contests with the New Ip- 
swich Woman's Softball Team. 

The Mini Olympics, the first annual multi-town field 
competitions, drew 300 spectators and participants. Both 
field and pool events; street hockey, softball, basketball, 
swimming, and diving, climaxed a very busy season. 

Donna Emma, Pool Director and Isabel Kangas, Instruc- 
tor implemented a full and varied schedule of pool activities. 
Classes included life saving, adults, swimmers, intermediates, 
advanced beginners, beginners, and preschoolers. 

A number of swim meets with young people from area 
pools saw the newly formed swim team members bringing 
home prize winning ribbons. 

Another “first” for the field and pool activities was the pet 
show which attracted close to 100 residents and several 
ribbon winning pets. 

Field trips, one to Mt. Monadnock and another to the 
Boston Museum of Science, provided additional recreational 
and learning activities for the numerous young people who 
daily frequented the field. 

Post season activities have included a bowling party at 
The Hub, located in Lunenburg, a street hockey game with 
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Brookline puck enthusiasts, and a ski trip to Mt. Watatic, 
Ashby. Additional activities tentatively scheduled include a 
sleigh ride at Silver Ranch, Jaffrey, a skating party, and a 
basketball game. 

Trophy Day, the terminal activity of the summer season, 
provided numerous competitive events, both field and pool, 
for the many parents who attended. Trophies were awarded 
to the best or most improved street hockey and softball 
player and swimmer. The “Best Helpers” also received rec- 
ognition. 

The field and pool area were well groomed this past year, 
due chiefly to the efforts of young people sponsored by the 
Summer Youth Enrichment Program, an activity funded by 
the Federal Government. : 

Hopefully, more programs can be initiated for both field 
and pool activities in 1974. Future community support, how- 
ever, is required if New Ipswich residents truly desire well 
organized, varied recreational activities for their youth and 
adults. |

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REPORT OF THE FOREST FIRE WARDEN 
AND DISTRICT CHIEF 


The New Hampshire Forest Fire Service is represented in 
every town, city or unorganized place in our state by the 
forest fire warden. Anyone wishing to kindle an outside 
fire when the ground is not covered with snow must first 
obtain the written permission of the fire warden. Except 
for cooking fires, no fire can be kindled between 9:00 a.m. 
and 5:00 p.m. unless it is a commercial or industrial burn, 
or it is raining. The fire warden is assisted in his work by 
the District Forest Fire Chief, who works for the Depart- 
ment of Resources and Economic Development Forest Fire 
Service. 

Fire prevention was, again this year, the most important 
part of the Forest Fire Warden's job. Fire statistics show 
the need, with 72% of the fires caused by smoking, debris 
burning and children. Smokey the Bear is an important 
prevention tool, but he still needs much help from the pub- 
lic. Parents should warn their children of the hazards of 
playing with matches. Children tend to forget that a lighted 
match held in their hand is a potential forest fire.

Budget Committee Recommendation: $64,000.00 
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ROAD COMMITTEE REPORT 


Two Articles have been placed in the Town Warrant for 
your consideration. 

One of the Articles is the continuation of the program 
which was started in 1973: “the appropriation of $20,000 
each year for the next five (5) years to re-build town roads.” 
A similar sum is requested for 1974. It is the contention of 
this Committee that at the end of 5 years most of the roads 
will be in good condition. In 1978, approximately 2 miles of 
road was rebuilt: North and Ashby roads. 

The Selectmen choose where the work is to be done so 
this year’s program will be announced after that decision is 
made. 

The other Article is to purchase a new dump truck. The 
amount allowed ($1000) for the old truck does not warrant 
trading as it could be used for light work. This truck will no 
longer stand-up for plowing snow and heavy loads without 
serious breakdowns. 

It is the recommendation of this Committee that the 
Capital Reserve Fund not be used for the purchase of the 
new truck since the grader is approximately 8 years old and 
plans should be made to replace this piece of machinery 
next year. Extensive repairs were made in ‘73 on the grader 
and hopefully it will give satisfactory service for another 
year. 
neathe spreader and loader which were purchased in 1978 
are working out very well. At this time the loader has ap- 
proximately 1000 hours so it has not been idle. 

The backhoe has given good service and outside of nor- 
mal maintenance has not required repair. 

This Spring there are plans to erect a shelter for the new 
spreader and other winter equipment. 

The purchase of a steam cleaner is planned with the 
“Capital” item in the budget to better maintain the equip- 
ment. This cleaner will wash salt, mud and grime off the 
equipment which will prove to be a saving in future repairs. 

As we all know inflating costs this year have risen and it 
certainly looks as though the trend will continue for a while. 
This is especially true in petroleum products which greatly 
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affect the Highway Department budget i.e., a year ago the 
average cost of oiling a mile of road was $1,000; this spring, 
we are told it will be $1,500. When a road is not sealed, 
water seeps through the cracks and then freezes deteriorating 
a good road in a very short time. An effort should be made to 
oil as many roads as soon as posible.

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REPORT OF THE DUMP COMMITTEE 


By July of 1975 open burning dumps will no longer be 
permitted. Sanitary landfill or incineration in approved com- 
mercial incinerators plus landfill of the residue from the in- 
cinerators are two methods which can be used. At this time 
landfill appears to be the best choice, with the dump serving 
either the residents of New Ipswich only or a dump Hiteriet 
consisting of Greenville, Mason, and Temple with the site of 
the district dump being in New Ipswich with each commu- 
nity paying its pro rata share of the costs of operation. 

Future developments in efficient pollution-free incinera- 
tion may make this method worthy of consideration in a few 
years, but this would still be in conjunction with landfill as 
not all rubbish can be incinerated. At the present time future 
air pollution standards are so uncertain that there is no as- 
surance of conventional incineration being acceptable in the 
years ahead, and the cost of this method is higher than land- 
fill. The Town should undertake recycling to whatever extent 
may be possible. Recycling of certain items undoubtedly will 
become increasingly worthwhile when the demand for re- 
cycled material improves, although at this time its economic 
feasibility is questionable in this section of New England, 
with the exception of kraft and corrugated paper and news- 
papers. Recycling can produce income while reducing the 
volume of material landfilled which in turn reduces the land 
area used and operational costs. A certain amount of sorting 
and preparation of the items to be recycled must be done by 
the home owner if the program is to work properly. 

In studying potential sites for the landfill the committee 
considered accessibility as related to the center of refuse 
generation in the town, land areas which would fullfill the 
acreage and soil requirements, locations adjoining state high- 
ways rather than on town roads, and buffer zones of screen- 
ing by existing forest growth to hide the dump from view 
and protect it from the wind. After considering several 
potential sites, the committee has decided that Ae gravel 
pit belonging to Mrs. Verdena Koivula is best suited to this 
use, provided testing of the soil there proves it to be suitable 
for State approval. This pit has a number of advantages,

namely adequate depth to provide several layers of com- 
pacted landfill thus reducing the actual acreage required as 
compared to a site where only one layer of ten-foot depth 
can be used in pits which would have to be dug, a road is 
already built to the site, clearing of the landfill area is done 
for the most part, accessibility from a state highway, prox- 
imity to the center of population of the town, and adequate 
screening existing which can be improved by some tree 
weeding and planting of softwood growth. It is questionable 
if the Town should include other towns in a dump on this 
site, and if this site is chosen the recommendation is for a 
dump for New Ipswich only. 

The management alternatives would include management 
under an existing town department, such as the highway de- 
partment, conservation commission, or the selectmen, or by 
a separate committee or commission whose only function 
would be to administer the dump operation. Under this 
management the Town might do the actual work of running 
the landfill with equipment owned by the town or hire a 
contractor on a five-year basis with his own equipment, who 
would have salvage rights as part of the contract. With a 
contractor the Town would have a lower capital investment 
with predetermined operational costs. The committee recom- 
mends management by a special dump committee or com- 
mission and the work to be done in the landfill by a con- 
tractor. 


Once the landfill dump is in operation, the old dump 
must be properly closed. Professional rat extermination must 
be done prior to covering the exposed area of this dump. It 
may be advisable and possible to cut back the slope angle to 
reduce the amount of cover material which must be hauled 
in. Once covered, proper seeding and mulching should also 
be done to prevent erosion. 


With the assistance of C. E. Maguire, Inc., of Keene, an 
engineering firm, the Southwestern New Hampshire Re- 
gional Planning Commission has undertaken a regional solid 
waste management study. The recommendation from this 
study is that New Ipswich join with Greenville, Mason, and 
Temple at a site located in New Ipswich, presently desig- 
nated at White’s pit on Route 124 east of Wilder Village, 
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although other sites in the town are still under consideration. 
Dumping in all towns would be into transfer stations with 
the container then being hauled to the landfill. 


Based on their cost estimates in the development of the 
site at White’s pit, the capital cost (land, site preparation, 
building, contingencies and engineering ) would be $106,500, 
and amortized over 15 years the yearly cost would be 
$11,000. Operating costs (labor, equipment, equipment op- 
eration, utilities, administration, etc.) is estimated at $14,600 
per year. The total cost of ownership and operation would be 
$25,600 per year. These figures are based on 1975 first year 
costs, considering 1975 prices, population, and refuse quan- 
tity, although amortization of capital expenditures is con- 
sidered and landfill area selected is large enough to meet 
disposal needs from 1975 to 1990. The cost of transportation 
of refuse in the town to this site is estimated as follows: if 
by private automobiles $16,100/year, if by transfer station/ 
unsupervised with refuse compacted in a 40 cubic yard con- 
tainer $12,300/year, or if by transfer station/unsupervised 
with refuse not compacted in a 40 cubic yard container 
$15,300/year. 

In considering the pros and cons of the one-town dump 
as compared to the district dump the big factor is the re- 
duction in cost per town and per ton of refuse when the 
district dump is used. The figures prepared by C. E. Maguire 
show that New Ipswich might operate the site at White's pit 
for $25,600 per year or $11.80 per ton if the dump is used 
by New Ipswich only. By opening the site to the other three 
towns the Town would save approximately $12,200 per year 
or $5.62 per ton. Therefore by operating on the district plan 
costs would only be about one-half as great. 

The committee has reached several conclusions. Further 
study is needed between now and June of this year to de- 
termine the very best site for a district dump, if this alterna- 
tive is to be chosen, or to ascertain that the Koivula pit site 
is suitable as a site for New Ipswich only. Once the site 
location is determined, then the articles to appropriate 
money for the development and operation of the dump 
should be acted upon. Land acquisition and site preparation 
should take place during 1974, with actual operation of the 
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landfill possibly beginning in the Fall. While it appears that 
substantial savings might be accomplished by entering into 
the district plan, a dump for New Ipswich only may be as 
feasible a solution over a period of years. 

The detailed Phase II Analysis and Recommendations of 
the Southwestern New Hampshire Regional Planning Com- 
mission is available at the New Ipswich Library or from the 
Selectmen, Planning Board, Conservation Commission, or 
Dump Committee.

TOWN HALL COMMITTEE REPORT 


Article No. 19, passed at the March, 1973 Town Meeting, 
provided a sum of $4,000 for the repair of the Town Hall. 
To date much has been accomplished while expending ap- 
proximately one-half (12) of the available money — this 
money being spent for materials, as all labor has been 
donated. 

The building roof has been completely covered with ply- 
wood and asphalt shingles. Much needed reinforcing of the 
roof rafters was done by cross-tieing the rafters and by 
additional bracing. Windows have been repaired. One 
coat (22 gallons) of exterior white oil base paint has been 
applied. 

Work presently in progress: we are painting the exterior 
trim, and inside ceiling and walls are being repaired. Paint- 
ing of interior ceiling and walls, rehinging of the main 
front door, restoration of the original historical window and 
additional exterior painting are planned for 1974. 

The Committee wishes to extend their thanks to the 210th 
Engineer Detachment of the New Hampshire Army Na- 
tional Guard Unit of Peterborough, New Hampshire, who 
have donated their labors to the above project. Also, our 
thanks to the Vanguard Manufacturing, Inc., of New Ip- 
swich for their donation of the use of their scaffolding 
equipment. With these donations we have been able to 
accomplish much more with the money appropriated.

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REPORT OF THE 
NEW IPSWICH PLANNING BOARD 


1973 


This year we were charged with three new responsibilities 
in addition to our usual one of administering the Ordinances 
regulating new construction. Those were: first, “to write 
rules governing all new construction other than single- 
family dwellings, to be submitted to a vote at the next 
Town Meeting”; second, to approve or disapprove all pro- 
posals for such construction until that 1974 Meeting; and 
third, to study the feasibility of land-use regulations, and 
report back to the next Town Meeting.” 

Jason Rodenhiser supervised the issuance of building per- 
mits, and under his direction we twice redesigned the ap- 
plication form and procedures, for greater clarity and ease 
of use. 

Our three new tasks required extensive study and dis- 
cussion, including a poll of public opinion as well as research 
in documents and studies conducted elsewhere. We were 
restricted, by lack of funds, to materials either given to us 
or borrowed from libraries, and by the absence of a Town 
Plat indicating current land use in Town; but within those 
limits we have made some progress — in educating ourselves 
concerning land-use laws and planning procedures, in de- 
fining for the first time some long-range strategies for dealing 
with the problems of future change, and in writing a few 
specific proposals to be voted on in this Town Meeting. 

At the beginning of our term, the most important and 
pressing new task seemed to be that of protecting New 
Ipswich from disruptive development. In a series of fruit- 
ful meetings, among ourselves and with prospective devel- 
opers, we established a future development policy which 
received almost unanimous approval in the responses to our 
questionnaire. The basis of that policy are that New Ip- 
swich should not become a suburb, but should remain a 
rural town; that developments should be expected to im- 
prove those features of the Town which we cherish, and 
help solve our problems here — especially to lighten our 


71 


tax burden; and that costs to the Town from large develop- 
ments should be borne by the developments and their de- 
velopers, until tax revenues from the development are 
sufficient to carry the new load. Armed with these guide- 
lines, we were able to contribute substantially to developers 
plans, and to assist them in their efforts to be constructive. 
As the year progressed, however, the combination of infla- 
tion and rising interest rates somewhat dampened develop- 
mental ardor, so we were able to move on to other duties. 
While we expect developers to return when the economy 
improves, we now have some breathing space in which to 
prepare for them more carefully, and in particular to 
strengthen the Town’s legal position with respect to them. 

Concerning the “feasibility of land-use regulations” and 
“rules governing all new construction other than single- 
family dwellings,” we have determined the following: 
a) neither the Planning Board nor the Townspeople want 
‘zoning — by which we mean the division of the entire Town 
into “zones, each restricted to a specific use; b) still, almost 
everyone answering our questionnaire favored the establish- 
ment of an Historic District, to protect our precious archi- 
tectural heritage; and clear majorities favored some central- 
ilzation of commercial services and the preservation of 
some wilderness area; c) there is very heavy opposition to 
shopping and entertainment centers, large industry and 
trailer parks, as well as considerable resistance to office 
buildings, factories, and multiple-family dwellings (though 
on this last subject there was some confusion about what 
they might be or do to the Town); and d) there was over- 
whelming support for the regulation of large developments 
by the Planning Board. 

Accordingly, we have decided to take a rather conserva- 
tive position on these matters, owing both to their complex- 
ity and to our reluctance to interfere in situations where 
protection of the Town’s interests is not required. Believing 
that the soundest use of land must be based on a clear 
knowledge of the land’s capabilities, we strongly support 
the resolution of the Conservation Committee which advo- 
cates a soil survey of the Town. Believing that the most 
distinctive and valuable feature of New Ipswich is its early- 
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American architecture, we strongly favor the creation of an 
Historic District. Though we have some reservations about 
the centralization of commerce, which we take to mean 
small establishments, we believe that could easily be done 
without comprehensive zoning if the Townspeople desire 
it, and so we are asking for a broader expression of opinion 
at this Town Meeting. We favor the establishment of a 
Wilderness-Conservation Area, though at the least possible 
cost, and we plan to inquire into the possibility of having 
such land donated to the Town. Having learned that the 
only way a town can safely protect itself against disruptive 
development without zoning, under New Hampshire law, is 
through subdivision regulations, we are submitting the 
article required by statute to establish this procedure. And 
finally, we are recommending the creation of a Board of 
Adjustment, so that unfavorable rulings by the Planning 
Board may be appealed without costly reference to the 
courts. 

A word of explanation about subdivision regulations: 
‘subdivisions’ are ‘divisions of a lot, tract or parcel of land 
into two or more lots, plats, sites, or other divisions of land 
for the purpose, whether immediate or future, of sale or of 
building development. The regulating of subdivisions, 
therefore, offers a modest but dependable way to influence 
development, without zoning an entire town for certain uses 
of land. The regulations rely on current land-use as their 
basic guide, and lay down rules governing departures from 
existing practices which a developer may wish to propose. 
Equally important, they permit the Town to secure bonds 
from developers, to be held as insurance that they will 
meet their obligations satisfactorily. 

Though the Planning Board receives no funds from the 
Town, we have found that we do have some expenses. In 
order to be as self-supporting as possible, we have adopted 
the practice of charging nominal fees for building-permit 
applications. We feel this procedure should be ratified in 
Town Meeting, and so we are submitting an article to that 
effect. 

Finally, we would like to thank all those who have helped 
us throughout the year — especially in preparing, distribut- 
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ing, answering and collecting the questionnaires, and also 
in advising us on the important subject of the Historic Dis- 
trict.

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AMBULANCE STUDY REPORT 


With the passing of Article No. 28 at last year’s Town 
Meeting, a committee of seven was formed to study the 
ambulance service provided at that time and determine the 
feasibility of New Ipswich providing its own service. 

The committee began collecting information and data 
from all sources involved in the Ambulance Area, including 
the Federal and State field. 

After much discussion with surrounding officials, groups 
and other people involved in areas such as hospitals, doc- 
tors, etc., we have reached the following conclusions: 


(A) New Ipswich could not afford to provide its own 
service as the cost would be too great in providing 24-hour 
service. 


(B) There are no Federal funds available at this time. 


(C) The Souhegan Ambulance District Service has made 
many big improvements in the past year and is still making 
more at this time. 


(D) New Ipswich could not become a district in itself 
very easily. 


(E) The Peterborough Hospital is starting a tie-in pro- 
gram, whereby all ambulance services will have instant 
communication with the hospital at any given time. The 
understanding at this time is that the Souhegan Ambulance 
District Service is to be included in this proposed set-up. 
The hospital also provides courses in emergency treatment 
procedures for drivers, attendants, etc. 


(F) With the hospital providing the above services and 
the area towns banding together in a cooperative effort in 
radios, equipment and ambulances, full coverage will be 
attained by everyone involved in any emergency, big or 
small. 
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Therefore it is the recommendation of this committee at 
this time that New Ipswich continue to stay in the Souhegan 
Ambulance District Service and that a constant contact be 
made by the Board of Selectmen and the representative to 
the Service to insure that New Ipswich is being given the 
best possible service available.

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NEW IPSWICH GIRL SCOUTS 


It’s fun .. . it’s learning .. . it’s serving ... . its Girl 
Scouting! And for fifty-one girls in the Swift Water Coun- 
cil’s Wapack Neighborhood here in New Ipswich that 
means many things. 

Quietly working under the guidance of their volunteer 
leaders, the Girl Scouts are involved in community projects 
of lasting significance. During the last year you found them 
visiting patients at Friendship Manor, bringing along flow- 
ers and gifts, raking and cleaning in front of the Grange 
Hall and the Historical Society building, and helping clean 
up the surroundings in their own neighborhoods. The New 
Ipswich Girl Scouts are always available for any type of 
community service projects whenever asked. 

The Swift Water Council, which covers New Hampshire 
and Southeastern Vermont, with the Administrative Center 
in Manchester, is divided into 34 Scouting neighborhoods. 
The Council helps coordinate, recruit and train volunteers, 
providing equipment and program guidance. It also main- 
tains an extensive camping network including their resident 
Camp Farnsworth, ten day camps, ten approved troop camp- 
ing sites and a mobile Camp Caravan. Available to the 
girls of the New Ipswich area is Anne Jackson, located at 
Wilton, N. H., which operates a two-week camping season. 
Here girls are exposed to life in the outdoors and develop 
a sense of responsibility and self-reliance. 

Open to all girls 6-17, the Girl Scouts are there where the 
action is . . . working for and serving their communities. 
Ten years ago the Swift Water Girl Scout Council numbered 
slightly over 9,600 girls and about 2,000 adults. Today the 
Council serves more than 16,000 girls with close to 4,500 
adults. 

What's the purpose of all thisP “To instill girls with the 
highest ideals of character, conduct, patriotism and service 
that they may become happy, resourceful citizens.” It’s a 
big order, but a most worthwhile one. The Swift Water 
Girl Scout Council is helping girls realize the responsibil- 
ities of life and helping them devote their time and youth- 
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ful energies to building for the future on the foundations of 
the past.

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NEW IPSWICH CONSERVATION 
COMMISSION REPORT 


The town of New Ipswich voted to adopt the provisions 
of the enabling act, RSA 36-A (previously passed by the 
New Hampshire General Court in 1963), concerning the 
establishment of a town conservation commission, at its 
1967 town meeting. | 

The primary reason for establishing this citizens group is 
to recommend to the selectmen the proper use of the town’s 
natural resources. According to the provisions of the Act, 
as amended, the Commission shall consist of not less than 
three nor more than seven members, appointed by the 
selectmen for three-year terms. (RSA 36-A:3) 

Since the establishment of the Conservation Commission 
in 1967, and subsequent commissioner appointments, the 
Commission did not exercise any of the powers for which it 
was charged. The reasons for this dormancy are not quite 
clear. 

A revitalized interest in the Commission’s responsibilities 
emerged recently when concerned residents expressed the 
need for conservation of the town’s natural resources. Sub- 
sequently, three additional citizens were appointed by the 
selectmen to serve on the Conservation Commission. 

Several meetings were held in order to plan the conduct 
of the Commission’s renewed interests and to develop an 
organized course of action as presented in this report. 

A review of the enabling act itself would help to explain 
the purpose of the Commission and to clarify the responsi- 
bilities for which it is charged. 


The Purpose and Responsibilities: 

Acceptance of the provisions of RSA 36-A, establishes a 
conservation commission for the purpose of proper utiliza- 
tion and protection of the natural resources and to protect 
the watershed resources of the town. 

“The Commission shall conduct researches into its local 
land and water areas and shall seek to coordinate the ac- 
tivities of unofficial bodies organized for similar purposes, 
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and may advertise, prepare, print and distribute books, 
maps, charts, plans and pamphlets which in its judgment it 
deems necessary for its work. It shall keep an index of all 
Open space and natural, aesthetic or ecological areas within 
the town, with the plan of obtaining information pertinent 
to proper utilization of such open areas, including lands 
owned by the state or lands owned by a town. It shall keep 
an index of all marshlands, swamps and all other wetlands 
in a like manner and may recommend to the selectmen or 
the department of resources and economic development a 
program for the better promotion, development or utiliza- 
tion of all such areas. It shall keep accurate records of its 
meetings and actions and shall file an annual report which 
shall be printed in the town report. The commission may 
appoint such clerks and other employees or subcommittees 
as it may from time to time require.” (RSA 36-A:2) 


Powers: 

Thus duly and legally organized, the Conservation Com- 
mission may receive gifts of money and property, both real 
and personal, in the name of the town, subject to the ap- 
proval of the selectmen. Such gifts shall be managed and 
controlled by the Commission. 

“The Commission may also acquire in the name of the 
town, by gift, purchase, grant, bequest, devise, lease, or 
otherwise the fee in such land or water rights, or any lesser 
interest, development right, easement, covenant, or other 
contractual right including conveyances with conditions, 
limitations, or reversions as may be necessary to acquire, 
maintain, improve, protect, limit the future use of or other- 
wise conserve and properly utilize open spaces and other 
Jand and water areas within the town, and to manage and 
control the same, but the town shall not have the right to 
condemn property for these purposes.” (RSA 36:4) 


Appropriations: 

A town may appropriate monies as necessary to establish 
and maintain a conservation commission, “to promote the 
better utilization of our natural resources.” (RSA 36-A:5) 
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The entire amount or any part of monetary appropria- 
tions in any year may be placed in a conservation fund and 
allowed to accumulate from year to year. This arrange- 
ment is unique to all town conservation commissions. 

The intent of this feature is in recognition of possible 
annual fluctuations of commission activities and expendi- 
tures. Through this accumulation, the town benefits from 
the interest accrued and results in a levelling effect of project 
costs. 

Since the Commission currently has no funding and the 
agenda of proposed projects that follow will require con- 
siderable Commission time and effort, it seems prudent to 
favorably consider appropriating some monies for the com- 
mission's operating fund. This action would ensure continu- 
ity in conducting the environmental responsibilities so 
charged. 


Goals: 

The New Ipswich Conservation Commission seeks to 
identify the nature, extent and properties of the town’s 
physiography as it is affected by impinging socio-economic 
pressures and to vigorously challenge threats to its integrity. 

The renewable natural resources project constitutes a 
crucial phase in the immediate and long range planning for 
encroaching land use patterns as they influence and are in- 
fluenced by socio-economic ramifications. The program rep- 
resents a foundation which fundamental issues of commun- 
ity-environmental quality rely upon heavily in effective 
land-use management. An advancing population and related 
“developments” necessitate a thorough understanding of 
environmental capabilities and tolerances to intelligently 
plan for impending growth. 

To effect this understanding, the Conservation Commis- 
sion has endorsed accomplishing the natural resource survey 
and gives this project top priority in dealing with changing 
land-use patterns. The completion of this task will also 
mark an important milestone in developing further Com- 
mission action in related environmental issues. 

Concurrent goals include protection of the Wapack Trail 
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system, cessation of feral and domestic dogs menacing wild- 
life populations, establishing scenic roads and ways, and to 
conduct other actions ensuring the quality and integrity of 
socio-ecological relationships within the town and its en- 
virons. 


Renewable Natural Resource Project: 

The proposed project encompasses a comprehensive in- 
ventory, analysis and mapping of the surficial natural re- 
sources in the township of New Ipswich. This undertaking 
serves as an important foundation upon which environ- 
mentally sound management decisions can be formulated 
and implemented. 


Soil Survey: 

The Conservation Commission has applied to the Soil 
Conservation Service, United States Department of Agri- 
culture, for conducting a thorough survey of soil types and 
capability classes, with interpretive, limitation and wetland 
maps. ) 

The field work is expected to be conducted in 1975. The 
soil survey team will be assisted by the Conservation Com- 
mission members as needed. 

The Soil Conservation Service will be responsible for 
preparing this segment of the project report. 


Wildlife Resources Survey: 

The New Hampshire Fish and Game Department has 
been asked to contribute to the identification and analysis 
of wildlife habitat in the town. 

Fish and wildlife biologists will survey the town land and 
water areas to determine the conditions that exist and to 
establish an existing level of usage by the current popula- 
tion levels for each species studied. 

Management plans for improving poor wildlife habitat 
to increase the carrying capacity of important species will 
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be formulated, and the landowners’ cooperation to effect 
these plans will be sought. 


Forest Resources Survey: 

Assistance from the Hillsborough County Cooperative Ex- 
tension Service has been sought to conduct a forest classifi- 
cation and cover type map. The county forester and his 
assistant will help in the preparation of this segment. 

The results of the soil survey will be utilized to identify 
and correllate the productivity of soil types as they relate 
to tree species site indexes. 

Suitable forest and woodlot areas will be chosen for 
possible establishment of town forests. 

Professional services will be provided in all categories 
and phases of this natural resources project. However, the 
Cooperative Extension Service, and the New Hampshire 
Fish and Game Department offer assistance without charge. 
The Conservation Commission will also expend considerable 
time afield and in the office assembling the segments for the 
final report. 

It should be noted that the Soil Conservation Service is 
cost sharing almost fifty percent of the total cost for the 
project, while the town’s share is expected to be funded by 
the Ford Foundation’s small grants program for municipal 
conservation commissions. 

Through the encouragement of the New Hampshire Asso- 
ciation of Conservation Commissions and efforts of the New 
Ipswich Conservation Commission, it is very likely that the 
entire cost of the natural resources project will be at no 
expense to the town. The decision by the Ford Foundation 
is expected early in April 1974. 

Provided below is a breakdown for the expected budget 
of the project. Figures are quoted from those provided by 
the Soil Conservation Service. The actual cost will be 
somewhat less than shown, owing to the fact that some soil 
survey information is available from Cooperators of the 
Hillsborough County Conservation District, who previously 
requested such information in their agricultural conservation 


plan.

Wapack Trail System: 


The Conservation Commission recognizes the importance 
and necessity of protecting the integrity of the Wapack 
Trail, and to this end plans are being developed to consoli- 
date the interest in towns through which the trail traverses. 
It is the intent of the Commission to direct those concerns 
for perpetuity of the recreational values derived through 
proper use of the trail system. 


Feral and Domestic Canine Menace to Wildlife: 

Perhaps one of the most subtle implications of urban re- 
settlement is the deleterious effect it has upon wildlife 
populations indigenous to affected ecosystems. 

The State of New Hampshire Fish and Game Department 
has long recognized the need to reverse the dilemma caused 
by dogs destroying wildlife throughout the year. Preda- 
ciousness is a natural instinct of canines, consequently the 
only alternatives remaining are to control feral dog popu- 
lation levels and to inform citizens that rampant movements 
of domestic dogs in fact does result in considerable reduc- 
tion or elimination of wildlife populations. 

The need to restrain domestic dogs during periods ot 
the year critical to wildlife cannot be overemphasized. 
Woodsmen, naturalists, sportsmen and outdoor enthusiasts 
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know all too well the destructive capabilities of these “pets.” 
One only has to go afield in winter to see evidence of the 
extensive coverage by dogs and the determination of their 
hunting instincts. 

It is unfair to allow this serious breach of our resource 
stewardship responsibilities to continue. Recognizing the 
opportunity to check this grievious situation, the Conserva- 
tion Commission has decided to seek resolutions to rectify 
the prevailing apathy and resulting waste of our wildlife 
resources. 


Scenic Roads and Ways: 

The New Hampshire Scenic Roads Law, RSA 253:17-18, 
as amended in 1973, is intended to be an effective means to 
preserve roadside beauty. Under the law, if the town votes 
to designate roads as scenic, no repair or construction may 
be conducted involving removal of stone walls or trees un- 
less written approval is obtained from the planning board 
or the selectmen. For the purpose of this law a tree has 
been defined as a woody plant with a circumference of 
fifteen inches or more, four feet above the ground. 

A recent amendment also permits naming another muni- 
cipal agency like the Conservation Commission to adminis- 
ter the law and states that roads so designated as scenic 
shall not affect the rights of any landowner to work on his 
property. 

These authorized agencies cannot grant permission until 
they have held a properly warned public hearing. The key 
part of the law provides that the state cannot deny funds 
for TRA or other state-aid work because roads have been 
declared scenic. Local officials inform the appropriate state 
officials of the road’s designation when applying for state 
aid, and the state suspends regulations on design and con- 
struction standards for the project. The law leaves improve- 
ment work decisions up to the voters, either traditional TRA 
straightening and widening, or limited improvements de- 
sired for particular roads in keeping with the purpose of 
designating these roads as scenic. It gives people con- 
cerned about scenic values an effective tool to preserve what 
they see as fundamental to roadside aesthetics: trees, stone- 
walls and views. 
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The Conservation Commission recognizes the necessity 
to inform the residents that to protect the aesthetic values 
of town roads seems prudent, considering the wake of urban 
sprawl not too distant from the town’s environs. 

It is with this concern for aesthetics that the Commission 
seeks the support of the residents in adopting the Scenic 
Roads Article presented. 


Open Space Legislation: 

The open space bill provides tax incentives to keep land 
in a more natural state. Landowners of any undeveloped 
land may apply to the Selectmen each year by April 15, for 
a current use assessment which must fall into one of the 
following categories: farmland, forestland, wildland, wet- 
land, floodplain or recreation land. A map must accompany 
the initial application showing overall and interior boun- 
daries, acreages of each type and any non-qualifying land. 

Once assessed as open space, a landowner will be liable 
for a ten percent tax on the full value should the land-use 
classification be changed or the owner fails to reapply. 
Optionally, a landowner can convey an easement in line 
with open space criteria to the planning board for ten years 
and receive tax reductions similar to open space land. 

The exact criteria and amount of reduction of assessed 
land values will be available from the Current Use Advisory 


Board by the middle of March.

Summary of Findings and Recommendations

Submitted herewith is the report of an examination and 
audit of the accounts of the Town of New Ipswich for the 
fiscal year ended December 31, 1970, which was made by 
this Division, pursuant to your request. 

A copy of this report must be given to the Town Clerk for 
retention as part of the permanent records. 


Scope of Audit 
Included in the examination and audit were the accounts 
and records of the Board of Selectmen, Treasurer, Tax Col- 
lector, Town Clerk, Electric Department, Trustees of Trust 
Funds, Recreation Commission, and Road Agent. 


Financial Statements 
Comparative Balance Sheets — December 31, 1969 — Decem- 
ber 31, 1970: (Exhibit A-1) 

Comparative Balance Sheets as of December 31, 1969 and 
December 31, 1970, are presented in Exhibit A-1. As indi- 
cated therein, the Net Debt of the Town increased by 
$7,371.47 in 1970. 


Analysis of Change in Financial Condition: (Exhibit A-2) 

An analysis of the change in financial condition of the 
Town during the year is made in Exhibit A-2, with the 
factors which caused the change indicated therein. These 
were as follows:

As indicated by the budget summary (Exhibit A-4), a net 
overdraft of appropriations of $14,653.51, less a revenue 
surplus of $9,439.58, resulted in a net budget deficit of

Audit Procedure 

The accounts and records of all town officials charged with 
the custody, receipt and disbursement of public funds were 
examined and audited in accordance with generally accepted 
auditing standards, and accordingly included such tests of 
the accounting records and other auditing procedures as 
were considered necessary in the circumstances. 

Verification of uncollected and unredeemed taxes was 
made by mailing notices to delinquent taxpayers as indicated 
by the Tax Collector’s records. 
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General Comments 
Current Deficit: 
The current deficit (excess of current liabilities over total 
assets) of the Town increased by $13,321.72 in 1970, from 
$6,711.39 to $20,033.11, as shown herewith:

Tax Collector: 

During 1970, property tax overpayments totaling $1,103.59 
were refunded in cash by the Tax Collector to various tax- 
payers. 

It is recommended that all tax overpayments collected be 
remitted to the town treasurer and that all reimbursements 
to taxpayers on account of overpayments be made by town 
checks. 

Tax abatements should be credited in the collector's tax 
warrants only if properly authorized in writing by a majority 
of the Board of Selectmen. Abatements not bearing the 
written approval of the Selectmen are invalid and may not 
lawfully be taken as credits on the Tax Collector's accounts. 


Capital Reserve Funds: 

Two savings passbooks, representing investments of au- 
thorized capital reserve funds and totaling in the aggregate 
the sum of $31,549.66, which were presented to the auditors 
for verification purposes were kept in the town office safe 
for safekeeping. 

In connection with this matter, your attention is directed 
to the provisions of R.S.A. 35:10, which statute stipulates 
that “the trustees of trust funds of a town, shall have custody 
of any capital reserve fund of a town.” 

We recommend, therefore, that the funds on deposit in 
these savings accounts be transferred to the custody of the 
town’s trustees of Trust Funds, as required by law. 
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Board of Selectmen: 

It is recommended that an adequate petty cash fund be 
established for the purpose of providing funds for the pur- 
chase of miscellaneous supplies and services required by the 
town office. 


Electric Department: 

Because of inadequate accounting records, we cannot ex- 
press an opinion as to the actual financial condition of the 
Electric Department at December 31, 1970, nor as to the 
results of its operation for the fiscal year 1970. 


Conclusion: 

The provisions of Section 27-a, Chapter 71, of the Revised 
Statutes Annotated require that this report or the auditors’ 
summary of findings and recommendations (letter of trans- 
mital) shall be published in the next annual report of the 
Town. Publication of the Exhibits contained in this report is 
optional at the discretion of the Board of Selectmen. This 
letter, however, must be published in its entirety. 

We extend our thanks to the officials of the Town of New 
Ipswich for their assistance during the course of this audit.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


Carl E. Bowers 


When our schools opened for the year, we found many 
changes, not only in staffing, but also in many other projects 
that had been completed during the summer. 

Our rate of staff turnovers was still on the high side at 
the Mascenic Regional School, but only a few replace- 
ments were necessary at the Elementary Schools. Reasons 
for the termination of employment were as follows: illness, 
personal, retirement, and to teach out of state. 

For the past few years we have been working towards 
continuity in our curriculum in all our elementary schools, 
so that the students will be exposed to like programs; thus 
making the transition to the Mascenic Regional School 
less difficult. This year we were able to provide new texts 
in Social Studies for grades three through five; make a 
concerted effort to improve the Handwriting Program in 
the area of Language Arts; and complete the Mathematics 
Program for all elementary grades, by making replace- 
ments in texts as necessary. 

Many teachers have been participating in the course, 
“Reading in the Middle School,” an In-Service Program 
made available for the staff. 

We appreciate Mr. Thomas Mohan’s cooperation in re- 
scheduling his Art and Music Programs at the Mascenic 
Regional School, so that we could provide Art and Music 
instruction, once again, in all of our elementary schools. 
This has been greatly appreciated not only by the teaching 
staff but by the parents of the children. 

All the staff at the Mascenic Regional School, under the 
guidance of Mr. Mohan, have been working on various 
committees in preparation for the Schools Evaluations by 
the New England Association of Schools and Colleges. 
More information will be available after the study has been 
completed, tentatively the middle of May 1974. 

Our long range plans in the area of maintenance have 
been continued with the following accomplishments: 

At the Mason Elementary School the interior of the out- 
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side wall in the original section was repaired; this included 
replacement of the wooden plate over the windows, re- 
placement of jack studs, and replastering that section of 
wall. 

Before shingling the original section of the roof, with 290 
weight shingles, it was necessary, due to dry rot, to replace 
the old boards with plywood and add a drip edge to solve 
leakage problems. Repairs were made to the screens, and 
a key contro! system was established for the first time to 
improve the security coverage for the building and its con- 
tents. 

Work at the Greenville Public School included: replacing 
the damaged wood stairs on the fire escape on the north 
side of the building; pointing up the entire exterior of the 
foundation wall; installing a new solid core door and jamb 
in the boys’ toilet area, as well as removing a large bump 
in the corridor floor at the entrance way; reshingling the 
front portion of the main roof; pointing a portion of the 
chimney which is above the roof level; scraping the ex- 
terior of the building, sealing and painting where necessary; 
patching and paving the walks and playgrounds; installing 
a new chain-linked fence and gate in front of the school, 
and repairing the existing fence, which improved the secur- 
ity conditions for the building. 

The only work done at the Sacred Heart School was the 
addition of an automatic water feeder to the boiler, as the 
exterior of this school was painted a year ago. 

At the New Ipswich Central School all roof flashings 
were cleaned and sealed; one coat of silicone was applied 
to the exterior brick facings; all exterior trim, including 
windows and doors, were given one coat of paint; the slid- 
ing cafeteria door between the serving counter and the 
kitchen was repaired; in the two basement classrooms, drop 
ceilings were installed, partitions were extended to the 
ceiling to eliminate the noise factor, a new solid core door 
with a view panel was installed; an extension of the bell 
system was installed to make sure the fire alarm system 
was audible; it was necessary to change the lighting in the 
basement Corda the hot water going to the girls’ and 
boys’ toilet areas has been tempered, eliminating the chances 
of any pupil getting burned; and to improve security con- 
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ditions the school was re-keyed and outside lighting added. 

We should continue the progress made in maintenance 
this past year so that all of our schools will be in an excellent 
state of repair. 

As stated in my previous report, we were able to take 
care of the needs of the school children educationally and 
to make the necessary repairs to the facilities as they de- 
veloped through the year, and were able to still bring for- 
ward an unexpended balance. This present year, however, 
is going to be a difficult one; in that the prices of fuel, 
paper, and other budgetary items have increased tremend- 
ously since the budget was prepared eighteen months ago. 

As I conclude this report I would like to give a special 
thanks to all in the Mascenic Regional School District for 
the vote of confidence last year in providing the monies 
necessary to carry out the many improvements that have 
been made in our school system.

1972-1973 


The school year ended with no major mishaps even 
though several children had to go to the Doctor's office or 
the hospital for further treatment. 

Physicals were started early in the fall in order to meet the 
State Law Requirements. Grades One, Four, Seven and all 
the athletes were examined by our school physician, Dr. 
Robert Wellwood. Of the 377 children examined the follow- 
ing defects were noted. These children with defects took 
home notes signed by the Doctor.

Tuberculin Testing was done on the faculty, custodians, 
aides, secretaries, bus drivers and the cooks by Miss Con- 
stance Martin, R.N., State Public Health Nurse. 

All first graders were given the Tine test by the school 
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nurse. This test was sponsored by our local Salvation Army 
Unit. All children had negative results. 

Dental Health Week was observed. Proctor & Gamble 
again supplied all third grades with a Crest dental kit. Ar- 
rangements have been made for all the elementary grades 
to receive dental care by a registered Dental Hygienist for 
a small fee in the fall. 

First grade registration was held at the New Ipswich 
Congregational Church with the Greenville Lions Club as 
co-sponsors with the Mascenic School District, on May 15, 
1973. The VASC Testing was carried out by the PSVS pro- 
gram of the Division of Public Health under the direction 
of Mrs. Nathalie Smith, R.N. This program included all 
four and five year old children. 

Ninety-nine children were tested and 13 were referred for 
re-tests. 

Parents of children who are entering the first grade were 
asked to fill out the necessary forms. Mr. Robert Rogers 
was present in order to make appointments for the Gesell 
testing. A special thank-you is in order for the Church for 
providing us a nice place to do the testing, the Lions Club 
for providing the red piggybanks and the balloons, and for 
the many volunteer helpers: Mrs. Pearl Thompson, Mrs. 
Ann Aldrich, Mrs. Florence Cook, Mrs. Sandra Short, Mrs. 
Pat Thayer, Mrs. Dot Vaillancourt, Mrs. Shirley Niskala, 
Mrs. Barbara Lehtonen, Mrs. Sandy Lehtonen, Miss Susan 
Eaton, Mrs. Dot White, Mrs. Rhoda Chase, Mrs. Langille, 
Mrs. Rousseau, Mrs. Nathalie Smith for making it possible 
to test all these children. 

The N.H. Measles Alert announcement resulted in a 
questionnaire being sent home urging parents to get im- 
munization for the children who had not had the disease or 
immunization. Over 91 children in the Mascenic School 
came down with the measles. The lower grades were more 
fortunate, for many of them had had the immunization when 
it was first offered at the clinics. 

The Public Health Dept. under the direction of Mrs. 
Marion Howard, Public Health Nurse, sponsored 3 im- 
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munization clinics at the Greenville Legion Post on March 
30, April 27th and May 25th. Immunizations were given for 
Polio, DPT, German and Regular Measles and a few Mumps. 
There were 194 immunizations given. A thank-you for the 
Legion, Volunteer Nurses and others that provided the 
clerical work is expressed. 

The nurse’s work consisted mostly of first aid for cuts, 
scratches, sprains, bruises, insect bites, snake bite, mouse 
bite, blisters, burns, bloody noses, etc. 

Heights and weights. 

Blood Pressures on all 7th graders and athletes. 

Hair inspections. Several had nits and lice and were ex- 
cluded from school until proper treatment was used. 

Absenteeism was checked, especially in the High School 
area. 

Arrangements were made for sick children to go home. 

Eye and Ear Testing was done on teacher requests. 

Consultation with parents was conducted.
